the Civil Service Board shall 


formulate rules and regulations 
governing the selection and pro- 
motion of the members of the 
Fire Department and the Police 
Department. Subsection (d) of 
the Charter provides that it shall 
be the duty of the Civil Service | 
Board to hold examinations and 
to administer other suitable tests 
for the purpose of determining 
fitness or qualifications for pro- 
motion.
